There is » depreeeioD in the section 
of Ridgewood Avenue between Baldwin 
Street end the Mew York end Green¬ 
wood Lake Railroad. The surface water 
Id time of storm accumulate* to a great 
depth In the street and is an an¬ 
noyance to the residents on the avenue 
g* well as a detriment to the property. 
Township Committees for several years 
past have had their attention called to 
the matter and have resorted to various 
expedients as a remedy for the evil, but 
without accomplishing the desired object. 
One Committee undertook to run the 
water off by way of the railroad, and to 
do this made a change in the grade of the 
street. As the grade had been establish¬ 
ed in accordance with law the Com¬ 
mittee realized that they had committed 
a serious error in changing it, and 
hastened to restore it. Mr. Stout 
brought up the matter again on Monday 
afternoon. He said it was very im¬ 
portant that something should be done 
to drain the water from the "street and 
that it ought to be done speedily before 
the winter sets in. 

Mr. Oakes stated that the only effect¬ 
ual remedy would be to cut down 
Baldwin Street and fetch the water down 
through the gutters of that street. To 
do this Baldwin Street will have to be 
cut dotrn about twelve feet near Ridge¬ 
wood Avenue. It was stated that the 
outting down would also prove of benefit 
to that street. The matter was referred 
to the Roa i Committee with power. 

The Road Committee stated that Mr. 
Benson wanted West Belleville Avenue 
graded between Ridgewood nod Glen 
Ridge Avenues. It will cost about $65, 
of which Mr. Benson will pay a part. 
Mr. Oakes said that he did not think 
the Committee could do the work with¬ 
out exceeding the appropriation. A 
special appropriation of 9100 was voted 
at the sidewcJk district meeting last 
spring for grading the sidewalk of 
Belleville Avenue at this point. 

(rlsnwoNi Avenue at the Centre will 
be given a covering of broken stone. 
Work on the roads is about completed. 

The Water Committee reported that 
several complaints had been made about 
the outting off of the eity water by the 
digging of the sewer trench. Mr. Stout 
ssid that the stoppage would only be 
vmporary.

RED FIRE AMD FIREWORKS. 

ALDERMAN JOSEPH W. ELLOR RALLIES 
THE EAST ORANGE REPUBLICANS. 

A Great Demonstration In the First Ward 
—A Wigwam Opened and a Flag Rais¬ 
ing—Thousand* of Spectator*—Brilliant 
Illuminations. 


Not a few Republicans In the First 
Ward of East Orange were much con¬ 
cerned over vague rumors that Aider- 

man Joseph W. Ellor was taking but 
little interest in politics, and, as a con¬ 
sequence, the usual Republican majority 
in the ward would be greatly reduced 
by Edward Hart and his active cohort 
of Democrats. To add to the dismay of 
the Republicans Mr. Hart end his crowd 
had the audacity to raise a Democratic 
banner on North Park Street in the 
First Ward. This was the first time the 
Democrats have had the temerity to 
attempt such a thing. The affair took 
place on Thursday night of last week 
and considerable enthusiasm prevailed, 
so much so that not a few Republicans 
felt a little doubtful of the result in the 
First Ward unless something was done 
speedily to offset the activity of Mr. 
Hart and hts friends. 

The knowing ones among the Republi¬ 
cans smiled at the idea of Alderman 
Ellor taking no Interest in politics* 
particularly in a Presidential campaign. 
They said w&it until “Eddie" Hart plays 
his trump card and Mr. Ellor will give 
him a bluff that will freeze him out 
of the game entirely. The knowing 
ones had seen Mr. Ellor in his best suit 
of clothes out late at night calling on all 
the prominent residents of the First 
Ward, and past- experience had taught 
them that when Mr. Ellor goes calling 
on his wealthy friends, something big is 
on the carpet. The knowing ones were 
right. “Eddie" Hart played hie trump 
card on Thursday night and Mr. Ellor 
followed with bis on Fridav night. It Is 
needless to state that Mr. Hart has 
thrown up his hand. 

The ward was alive with music, fire¬ 
works, cannonading, cheering, and illu¬ 
minations. People were out by the 
thousands to witness the great street 
parade. Georg# Oloott and Joseph Ellor 
were two of the happiest men in East 
Orange as they walked at the head of 
the greatest Republican deiuonstiation 
that has ever been gotten up as a dis¬ 
tinctive First Ward celebration. The 
occasion wax the opening of a new 
wigwam erected by the Republicans of 
the First Ward at the corner of Girard 
Avenue and Dodd Street, and also toe 
raising of a campaign flag bearing the 
names of the Republican candidates. 

A great tbrch-light procession preced¬ 
ed the flag-raising. The procession form¬ 
ed at the corner of Dodd and Prospect 
Streets, where a vast throng of people 
had assembled, and which waa brilliantly 
Illuminated. The first company to ar¬ 
rive was the Parkinson Battery of 
Orange with fife and drum corps by way 
of Dodd 8treet. Alderman Parkinson 
carrying an immense bouquet marched 1 * 
at the bead. The battery was in com¬ 
mand of Captain William Henderson, 
and made a fine appearance. A large 
delegation of citizens marohed with 
them. They were quickly followed by 
the East Orange Republican Club, head¬ 
ed by Duffy Imgrund’s band. With 
them ware the Fourth Ward Battery and 
the Colored Republican Club. The East 
Orange contingent was in oommand of 
George P. Olcott, marshal of the parade. 

The Bloomfield contingent came by 
way oi Glen wood Avenue and Prospect 
Street and were in command of Samuel 
G. Hayter. It was made up of the 
Young Men’s Republican Club, the 
Second Ward Club, add the Second Ward 
Juniors’ Club. The Second Ward Club 
attracted a great deal of attention by 
their good marching and handsome uni¬ 
forms. They were complimented all 
along the line. A number of carriages 
containing prominent residents of East 
Orange were in line. One of the car¬ 
riages carried Major Carl Lentz, Chair¬ 
man of the Essex County Committee; 
Wilbur A. Mott, Ezra Snow, and Joseph 
L. Munn, and was enthusiastically 
cheered. The line of march was from 
the corner of Dodd and Prospect Streets 
to the Bloomfield township line, thence 
,a countermarch along Dodd Street to 
Brighton Avenue, to Springdale Avenue, 
to North Park Street; to Dodd 8treet. to 
the wigwam. Arriving at the wigwam 
it was found too small to accommodate 
the great assemblage, and the speakers 
addressed the crowd from a carriage 
outside. President Snow made a few 
preliminary remarks in introducing 
Major Lentz, Wilbur A. Mott, and Joseph 
L. Munn, who made addresses which 
were received with great enthusiasm. 
The handsome flag which was raised is 
the gift of the President of the elub, 
Ezra Snow, a New York merchant re¬ 
siding on East Park Street. Its dimen¬ 
sions are twenty feet by twelve feet. 
The raising was in charge of George 
Beecher, Joseph Grear, and HamlltouVan- 
derhoof, and everything ran smoothly. . 

The illumination of George Pierce's 
residence, at the corner of Meadow and 
Dodd Streets, was very fine and has 
seldom, if ever, been excelled to East 
Orange. Christopher Hiller’s confection¬ 
ery store, Charles Barnes's store, J. Long- 
shaw’s store, Goeller’s store, John 
Moeller’s residence, W. Yan Auken’s 
residence, Pierson's office, and J. Frank 
Smith’s residence were also handsomely 
iUomltiated.

A complicated question in taxation has 
arisen totheoaseof Henry Lindenmeyr 
of Upper Broad Street. Mr. Lindenmeyr 
is on extensive property owner, and a 
portion of his property, amounting to 
about 7 1-2 acres, extends over the town¬ 
ship line Into Montclair. 

By a mutual understanding between 
Aosessoi B Harris of Montclair and Baxter 
of this town, the whole of the property 
has always been assessed in Bloomfield 
and Mr. JLlndanmeyr has paid the taxes 
here. Two years ago Mr. Charles B. 
Morris was elected to succeed Mr. Harris 
as Assessor and he declined to recog-, 
nixe any; former arrangements and re¬ 
solved to assess right up to the line. As 
a consequence he took |n Mr. Liuden- 
meyr's 7 1-2 acres. Mr. Baxter also 
took it in last year and Mr. Lindenmeyr 
paid the tax at usual in Bloomfield. He 
subsequently got a tax bill from Mont¬ 
clair amounting to $108. Mr. Baxter 
did not includs the MontclAir property 
in his levy this year. When Mr. Linden- 
qieyr sent his check in payment of 
taxes this year he deducted the amount 
of the Montclair bill of last year from 
his tax, 08 he had always paid the tax on 
the property te this town. The Collector 
declined to reoeive it. The matter was

brought up before the Committee on 
Monday. Mr. Baxter was present, and 
explalued the situation to the Commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. Stout said that Mr. Baxter had 
weakened the position of this town by 
waiving the right to tax the property. 
Mr. Stout thought that Mr. Baxter 
should have consulted legal counsel first. 
Mr. Rayner cited the law bearing on the 
assessment of property located In two 
townships, but it was a question whether 
it appHed in the case under discussion. 

Mr. Oakes thought there was no other 
course than te pay back to Mr. Linden¬ 
meyr the amount that he had paid to 
this town on the Montclair property, 
the amount to be determined by assess¬ 
ed value per gcre of the property as fixed 
bjthe Assessor of this town.

FALSE ALARMS. 

Tho Five Department Again Called Out 
on Thu red ay Night. 

Members of the Fire Department were 
called oct at midnight on Thursday by 
an alarm sent in from box 34, oorner of 
Bloomfield and Ridgewood Avenues. 
The alarm, like that from box 65, sent 
in a short time ago, proved to be a false 
one. These false alarms are mysteries, 
as it was supposed to be Impossible for 
anyone to pull a box without s key, 
and when a key it inserted it is im¬ 
possible to get it out without s release 
key, and the Chief Engineer of the De¬ 
partment is the only person who carries 
such a key. The false alarm was ac¬ 
counted for on the theory that it might 
be possible that a box had been care¬ 
lessly left open by the Superintendent 
of the Fire-Alarm Service, and that some 
mUohievous person making the dlsoovery 
had pulled the box. But the alarm 
Thursday night, coming in under the 
same mysterious ciroumstancee, has dis¬ 
pelled that theory and the opinion now 
prevails that some one has devised a 
means of working the alarm system 
either by false keys or some other effec¬ 
tive method. 

Chief Engineer Johnson reported the 
matter to the Fire Committee early 
Friday morning. The Chief and the 
Committee will make an investigation. 
The Committee will Offei a reward for 
the arrest and conviction of tbs guilty 
party. It is a very serious offence to 
trifle with the fire-alarm system. The 
matter should*be thoroughly ferreted 
out. Too many false alarms of fire will 
have a bad effect on the Fire Depart¬ 
ment. _ : t

THE PYTHIAN CELEBRATION. 

STORMY DAY DID NOT PREVENT A 
- LAR1E ATTENDANCE. 


Aa Imposing Street Pared* 

Crowded With S p e ct a t or*—The Com¬ 
petitive Drill*.

It is estimated that there were nearly 
6,000 visitors to this town on Wednesday 
from various ports of the State. The 
Field Day oelebration of the Knights of 
Pythias which oooasioned the gathering 
paseed off very pleasantly. The damp 
cold weather that prevailed deterred a 
great many from attending. Many of 
the business plsoes and private resi¬ 
dences were handsomely decorated. 

It was nearly two o'clock in the after¬ 
noon when the street parade started up 
Bloomfield Avenue. About 2,000 men 
were in line, of whom about 400 were 
uniformed. Five brass bands and two 
drum corps furnished the music. The 
line of march was as follows; From the 
Centre up Bloomfield Avenue to Ridge¬ 
wood Avenue, to \ Washington Street, to 
Bloomfield Avenue, to Orange Street, to 
Franklin Street, to Liberty Street, to 
Oakland Avenue, to Montgomery Street, 
to Wllllaxillon Avenue, to the drill ground 
In Williamson's Field, returning from 
the grounds by the way of Williamson 
Avenue, Belleville Avenue, and Broad 
Street. 

When the parado came down Washing¬ 
ton Avenue from Glen Ridge the Centre 
was crowded with spectators and the 
police had to foroe a way through for 
the prooession. Members of the Town 
Committee reviewed the parade as it 
passed Pork Avenue on Bloomfield Ave¬ 
nue. 

The most imposing sight in the whole 
affair was si Williamson’s field when the 
prooession marohed on to the drill 
ground. Several thousand people stood 
on the hill on the north side of the field. 
The uniformed divisions formed to stogie 
file line all the way across the east side 
of the field, while the subordinate lodges 
formed in line behind them. The sight 
was magnificent. Only three divisions 
entered the competitive drill—Black 
Prince of Newark, Unity of Elizabeth, 
Ortygia of Phillpeburg. To the general 
public the divisions seemed about evenly 
matched to their skllfulness in the exe¬ 
cution of the programme of tactics out¬ 
lined for them* but the professional 
judges, who carefully noted all the 
points, decided that Unity Division won 
first prize, Ortygia second, and Black 
Prince third. 

The day passed off very pleasantly, no 
aocident occurring to mar its pleasure. 
The polios foroe was increased by the 
appointment of ten “Rpacl&ls,” but no 
arrests were made. The visitors were 
hospitably entertained, and there was 

ample provision for as many more. 

The members of Bloomfield Division, 
Uniformed Rank, and of Eureka Lodge 
are to be congratulated on the suooess 
of the oelebration. The Knights made 
a very good imp r e ssi on, aa J it wonld not 
be surprising to see a large increase in 
the membership of the Pythian order in 
this town as a result of Wednesdays 
display. 

There was a large attendance at the 
picnic in Glenwood Park at night.
